of those 
colorful words of indistinct mean­ 
ing that have come into vogue as 
part of the 
lexicon 
of economic 
revolution taking

purport. 
It has been overused un­ 
til it may mean 
whatever

speaker intends it to mean, from 
chaining men to their workbench­ 
e s to merely enforcing the “ keep 
v>ff the grass” signs. 
B u t now it is no longer an en­ 
tirely speculative or 
theoretical 
phrase. 
It 
has 
taken 
definite 
form in the Bankhead bill for lim­ 
itation of cotton production just 
passed by Congress with Admini­ 
stration approval. 
This is regi­ 
mentation only 
in 
its 
incipient 
form, yet it is by far the 
most 
drastic and revolutionary legisla­ 
tion yet passed in the agricultural 
and industrial program.

To say to a farm er by edict of 
law. “ This much cotton you may 
m arket and .10 more, except at 
a 
prohibitive tax” , is to 
break with 
nearly all the traditions of A m er­ 
ican agriculture. 
First, there 
is 
the tradition that production is a 
good in itself—and the more pro­ 
duction the better. 
Second, there 
la the tradition that 
a man, 
es­ 
pecially a farm er, is lord of 
his 
own acres and may plant what he 
pleases. 
Third, there is a tradi­ 
tion that farmers are notoriously

It is because of this third char­ 
acteristic in the

United States wishes to escape the 
spredaing regimentation that must 
accompany economic self-contain­ 
ment, it m ust set

forming and adopting a forward- 
looking policy on foreign trade, to 
cultivating export 
markets, 
to 
being a more reasonable interna 
tional 
creditor 
and to receiving 
goods in world exchange.—Chris­ 
tian Science Monitor.

MISSOURI HISTORY

Floyd C. Shoemaker 
As violent and spectacular 
as 
had been his fifteen years of out­ 
lawry, was the 
death 
of 
Jesse 
Ja m e s on April 8, 1882, the news 
of which flashed to an incredulous 
America from St. Joseph, Mo., 52 
years ago 
this 
week. 
A single 
shot from the pistol of a member 
of his own gang closed the career 
of the most notorious outlaw 
in 
Missouri history, 
and 
provided 
St. Joseph with perhaps the g reat­ 
est news event in her annals. 
Unrecognized, 
the 
blue-eyed, 
slender, 
bearded, 
mild-mannered 
outlaw had been living quietly 
in 
St. Joseph with his wife and two 
children for nearly 
five 
months 
under the name of Thomas How­ 
ard. 
Since July 28, 1881, a reward 
of $10,000 had been offered for his 
arrest, delivery 
and 
conviction. 
With him 
were 
two 
brothers, 
Charles and Robert Ford, recent 
additions to his gang. 
The scene of the outlaw’s death 
was a small house at Thirteenth 
and Lafayette streets. 
Early that 
morning Je sse 
Jam es 
and 
the 
Fords had been to the stable cur­ 
rying their horses. 
On returning 
to the house sometime between 8 
and 9 o’clock, the 
noted 
outlaw 
took off his coat and vest because 
of the warm weather. 
His belt 
and two pistols were also remov­ 
ed for fear someone passing 
by 
might see the weapons. 
Picking 
up a duster, he stepped up on a 
chair to clean some pictures, turn­ 
ing his back to the Ford brothers. 
Seeing the notorious outlaw un­ 
armed, the two Fords quickly drew 
their guns, but Robert was 
the 
quicker. 
With the muzzle of 
his 
gun scarcely four feet from Je sse 
Ja m e s’ head, he pulled the trig­ 
ger, and a bullet crashed 
through 
the outlaw’s head. 
There was no 
outcry. 
The 
notorious 
bandit 
swayed and fell 
heavily 
to the 
floor. 
Mrs. Jam es rushed into the 
room from the adjoining kitchen, 
and as she spoke to him, the out­ 
law seemed to want to say some­ 
thing to her, but a moment later 
he died in her arms. 
A fter the 
murder, 
the 
Ford 
brothers surrendered to police o f­ 
ficers. 
Meanwhile excitement 
in 
the city grew rapidly and 
thru- 
out America 
the 
news 
created 
great 
interset* 
Although 
there 
was general satisfaction that the 
career of the 
notorious 
outlaw 
had been ended, the 
manner 
in 
which his death was effected was 
widely criticized. 
T,he Fords were 
accused of killing Mia bandit for 
the large reward offered, with the 
encouragement of public officials. 
The death of Jesse Jam e s end­ 
ed a remarkable career of crime 
and broke up the 
Jam es gang. 
Ie>-e. th 
rec gnized leader, was 
born September 5, 1847, at Cen- 
torville, now Kearney, 
in 
Clay 
County. 
During the Civil 
War 
with liis elder brother, Alexander 
Franklin Jam es, commonly called 
Frank, Je sse served with the no­ 
torious confederated guerilla, Will­ 
iam Clarke Quantrill. 
For a yea*- 
after the war, while J#*se recov­ 
ered from severe wounds, 
both 
Jam e s boys were apparently law- 
abiding. but in 
1866, with Cole­ 
man 
Younger, 
they 
formed a 
gan g that oecame the terror of a 
iaige a r e a of the middle west. The 
gang at fir*t specialized in 
bank 
robberies, but in 1873 they 
in-| 
augurated the innovation of train 
robberies. 
For ten 
years 
their 
operations 
were successful, 
but 
disaster came 
on 
September 
7, 


1876, in an attempted robbery of a 
bank at Northfield, Minn. 
Of the 
eight men in that attempt, 
three! 
were killed, three were shot 
and 
captured, 
and 
only 
Frank and 
Je sse Jam es escaped. 
A fter a retirement of 
about 3 
years, the Jam es brothers with a 
new following robbed a train 
¡n 
1879 and two more in 1881. 
But 
public opinion, which had 
previ­ 
ously tolerated, if not approved, 
of their actions, now changed. A r­ 
rests and deaths thinned the ranks 
of the gang, hut the 
two 
Jam es 
boys remained at large. 
It was 
the need of new recruits that led 
Je sse to take the Ford brother 
into his confidence shortly before 
his treacherous assassination. 
In 
their 
expectation 
of 
achieving 
popularity by killing Je sse Jam es, 
the Ford brothers 
failed. 
They 
were tried for murder, and found 
guilty, although the governor 
of 
Missouri 
immediately 
pardoned 
them. 
Furthermore, only a »n ail 
part of the $10,00 reward never 
reached their hands, and both men 
met tragic 
ends. 
Frank 
Jam e 
surrendered 
to 
Governor 
T. T. 
Crittenden of Missouri on October 
5, 1882. 
He was ried at Gallatin 
for murder in August, 1883, 
and 
acquitted, and the next year was 
acquitted on charges of a robbery 
at Huntsville, Ala. 
Other charg­ 
es against him were dropped 
be- 
cause of lack 
of 
evidence. 
Hi 
later life was in all respects hon­ 
orable, and he died near Kearney 
in 1915. 
Je sse Jam es was first buried on 
the homestead of his mother, Mrs.
